Com Damage 
By Blackbirds 
In Millions 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Blackbirds caused an estimat­ 
ed $2 million damage last year 
to Ohio’s corn crop. 
Thomas M. Stockdale, extens­ 
ion wildlife specialist at Ohio 
State 
University, 
said 
that 
during last year scientists samp­ 
led field carn damage to 1,018 
fields in 19 Ohio counties. The 
total damage in the counties 
sampled was estimated at 356,* 
OOO bushels. 
Stockdale said by applying the 
per cent damage determined 
from these counties to the total 
corn production of the state, in­ 
vestigators es imaged tha black­ 
birds - particularly redwinged 
blackbirds - caused field com 
damage in the state between $1,- 
512,000 and $2,041,200 during 
1968. 
The survey was concerned 
primarily with damage caused 
by the redwing blackbird. Sec­ 
ondary losses due to molding and 
sprouting which could be relat­ 
ed directly to bird damage were 
also included in this esdmate. 
The investigators made no at­ 
tempt to estimate the cost of 
protective measures or the num­ 
ber of acres which were taken 
mit of com production because 
of blackbird damage. 
The damage estimate survey 
was conducted by personnel of 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser­ 
vice and Bureau of Sport Fish­ 
eries and Wildlife in coopera­ 
tion with the Ohio Department 
of Agriculture and other state 
agencies. 
Stockdale said the results of 
the survey will be used in ef­ 
forts to find ways to reduce 
blackbird 
damage.

U.S. Studies 
Atom Blasts 
For Harbor 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States has agreed to an 
Australian request to study the 
feasibility of using nuclear ex­ 
plosives to develop a harbor on 
Australia’s northwest coast, the 
State Department announced to­ 
day. 
No decision has been made on 
whether United States will ac­ 
tually take part in the project at 
Australia’s Cape Keraudren, the 
department added. 
It said that decision must 
await the outcome of the U.S.- 
Australian study on whether the 
employment of atomic explo­ 
sives for blasting the harbor 
and channel would be technical­ 
ly and economically workable. 
The joint study will not get 
into political and legal ques­ 
tions, the announcement said. 
These loom large in any poten­ 
tial use of nuclear explosives. 
No commercial use of atomic 
explosives has yet been under­ 
taken although some experts 
have long viewed it as a poten­ 
tially economical means for 
earth removal. 
The Australians figure the 
U.S. contribution would come to 
$6 million worth of nuclear de­ 
vices. They think the experience 
should be worth that much to 
the Americans.

Because of the alleged dehumanizing 
effect of modem technology, which has 
long been a point of dispute between 
t*ie humanists and technocrats, the 
preliminary findings of a Harvard- 
based corps of scholars which is in­ 
vestigating the effect of technology on 
American 
society should 
be 
more 
widely discussed than it has been. 
The findings: technology has made 
Americans the most 
genuinely in­ 
dividual people in history. 
The group holds that technology has 
created a society of such complex 
diversity 
and 
richness 
that 
most 
Americans have a greater range of 
personal choice, wider experience and 
more highly developed sense of self- 
worth than ever before. 
“This is probably the first age in 
history in which such high proportions 
cf people have felt like individuals,’’ 
said Dr. Emamanuel G. Mesthene, 
director of the 10-year scholarly study. 
“The question is how to take ad­ 
vantage of the knowledge necessary to 
run a big, complex society without 
giving up the values of participation. 
Vve havent found the answer yet,’’ 
acknowledges Mesthene. 
Another researcher on the team, 
Prof. Edward Shils, a sociologist from 


the University of Chicago, makes the ■ 
point that the individual’s new self- 
assurance has led him to make bolder 
and 
more 
aggressive 
demands 
on 
governments at a time when the decline 
of authority and the sheer complexity 
of problems have made governments 
less self-confident than ever. 
He believes the paradoxical result 
is “an increased probability of public 
disorder.” 
Mesthene sees a rising tension bet­ 
ween 
the 
expert 
technicians 
in 
government and those who want a 
direct voice in public policy but who 
are not equipped with the necessary 
science-based analytical 
skills. 
He 
acknowledges that this poses a crucial 
and continuing dilemma. 
“If you go the full way of the 
technocratic elite you’ll end up with 
a technocracy. But if you go the way 
of those who want full participation 
you’ll wind up with chaos,” he said. 
That is, or soon will be, a basic hang­ 
up of modern man. If the 10-year-study 
cf the Harvard scholars (now ending 
its fourth year) eventually sheds some 
elementary light on the problem, its 
findings will be of inestimable value 
to the non-communist portions of the 
earth.

Murder Case 
Ruling Sets 
Precedent 


LANCASTER, Ohio (AP) - A 
court ruling in the murder case 
involving a 16-yearold Fairfield 
County boy apparently has set 
a precedent in Ohio regarding 
trials for juveniles. 
The 5th District Court of Ap* 
peals ruled in a 2-1 decision that 
Buddy Lynn Whittington must 
be tried as a juvenile in the 
July, 1966, slaying of a neighbor 
in nearby Baltimore. 
He originally was ordered to 
trial as an adult and was in* 
dieted for first-degree murder 
in May of 1967. 
The judges called it an abuse 
of discretion for a juvenile court 
to order a 14*year-old youth— 
the age of Whittington after the 
slaying—-to appear in common 
pleas court when evidence was 
insufficient that the youth was 
“other than a fit subject for re* 
habilitation.'’ 
This apparently set the pre* 
cedent that juveniles are en­ 
titled to be tried in juvenile, 
court unless there is evidence 
they cannot be rehabilitated. 
The majority opinion also re­ 
versed the order that Whitting­ 
ton be tried as an adult and 
ordered the juvenile court to re­ 
consider a motion for a new 
trial on the grounds of new evid­ 
ence which could not have been 
known at the time of the origin­ 
al hearing. The content of this 
evidence has not been disclosed. 
Judges Leland Rutherford of 
Mount Vernon and Paul Van 
Nostran of Canton concurred in 
the decision. Judge D. Dean Mc­ 
Laughlin of Massillon dissented.

MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP)— 
The National Farm ers Organ­ 
ization means different things 
to different people—and these 
d i f f e r e n c e s have brewed 
a storm of controversy for the 
labor-oriented group. 
To the general public, the 
NFO means shooting and bury­ 
ing hogs when people in ghettoes 
go hungry. Or dumping milk on 
the 
ground when housewives 
have to pay $1 a gallon for it 
at the supermarket. 
Most farm ers outside the NFO 
look upon the organization as 
radicals and claim their agri­ 
cultural independence is endan­ 
gered. 
The NFO sees itself as a 
farming group seeking to con­ 
trol farm prices through collec­ 
tive bargaining between farm ers 
and processors 
Who joins the NFO, and why? 


How many? What part of pro­ 
duction do the members repre­ 
sent 
Tough questions. NFO leaders 
are reluctant to answer them. 
Here’s an example: 
Warren County leaders say 
they have 90 members; Butler 
County 20. But unexplained 
is 
how 
much 
production 
these 
farmers control. Whether they 
are 100-acre farm ers or 500-acre 
farmers makes a big difference. 
In Ohio, some of the grain 
that goes to Indianapolis and Co­ 
lumbus markets moves under an 
NFO contract. But the NFO 
won’t give the percentage or list 
the buyer — fearing pressure 
from other buyers to break the 
agreement. 
Nationally, the NFO isn’t any 
more enlightening. These lead­ 
ers will tell you the figures just 
aren’t disclosed—but add there 
are more members than you rea­ 
lize. 


Some members admit it’s the 
small farm er who is more likely 
to join, as the large farmers 
either can’t bring themselves to 
“ join a union” or haven’t been 
hit hard enough with declining 
prices. 
Oren I^ee Staley, 44, Rea, Mo., 
is founder and president of the 
NFO. It’s evident he is upsetting 
the farm wagon with some of 
the tested methods of the labor 
unions. 
He views himself as a Mid­ 
western 
farm er 
who doesn’t 
want to see family farms plow­ 
ed under by the corporations. 
Take milk. Staley reasons it’s 
better not to sell if milk prices 
sink so low that operational 
costs of the farm er are not 
covered 
Staley, who visited at Leban­ 
on recently to talk to members, 
says, “ Many farm ers think we 
are a bunch of radicals.” Who 


threaten the independence of 
farmers. 
“You go to the processor and 
say, ‘How much will you give 
me?’ That’s not independence.” 
The NFO is trying—and is 
succeeding in some agricultural 
areas—to get farm production 
flowing to processors that the 
NFO has negotiated. 
The NFO already has con­ 
tracts for potatoes in the Pa­ 
cific Northwest and Idaho, feed 
grains in Texas, hogs in more 
than 20 states. 
“NFO is on the move 
and 
those who don’t move with us 
had better get out of the way,” 
is the organization’s battle cry. 
The group seeks little help 
from the politicians. “They just 
don’t give a hoot about the 
farm er,” said one farmer. 
With larger incomes to work 
with, the big farms can afford 
to be independent of the NFO, 
says Staley. But he feels they 


benefit from the higher level 
prices that result from NFO 
bargaining, holding actions and 
contracts. 
Some members claim 
the 
I arg farm er gets higher prices 
simply because of his agricul­ 
tural spread. 
“But they are not big enough 
to compete against organized 
capital,” the NFO president in­ 
terjects. 
“Some farm ers would rather 
quit farming than switch to NFO 
- they like what we’re doing 
but 
say 
‘we 
don’t 
like 
your methods.’” 


This is the most midunder­ 
stood part” of the NFO claims 
Staley. “A labor union strikes 
to shut down a factory forcing 
its owners to choose between 
no profit for anybody or more 
pay for the workers. The NFO 
uses the same methods to re­ 
strict 
the supply of potatoes, 
hogs, corn or whatever.”

Doctors Now Detect Unborn Babies' Illnesses

Doctors are learning to detect' 
scores of deforming or retard* 
ing diseases in babies not. yet 
born—an advance expected to 
spur the trend toward revision 
of abortion laws and add impe­ 
tus to genetic research. 
By studying cell cultures from 
the amniotic fluid surrounding 
the growing fetus, obtained by a 
relatively new technique called 
amniocentesis, 
pediciatricians 
have been able to identify disor­ 
ders ranging from mongolism to 
heart deformities. 
Two case histories selected 
from hundreds of recent suc­ 


cessful 
operations 
show 
why . 
this new diagnositc method is 
rapidly 
becoming 
routine 
in 
problem pregnancies. 
Mrs. S. T., on learning that 
she 
was 
expecting 
another 
child, was considerably more 
disturbed .than 
most 
wom en1 
would be. Her first baby was a 
victim of Down's syndrome—a 
mongoloid—and this increased 
the statistical risk that her sec­ 
ond might be similarly afflicted. 
v or this reason, her family doc­ 
tor referred her to an obstetri­ 
cian for possible termination of 
pregnancy. An analysis of am­ 
niotic fluid showed ho abnor­ 
mality, however, and Mrs. S. T. 


decided against an abortion. A 
few months later she delivered 
a healthy son. 
Mrs. R. K. was not as lucky. 
A similar test indicated the fe­ 
tus she was carrying was not 
manufacturing an enzyme need­ 
ed for proper growth. Unlike 
Mrs. S. T., she did not live in a 
state that permits abortion in 
cases of feial deformity. By the 
ce of five months, as forecast 
by prenatal diagnosis, her son 
ad developed severe hernias 
and enlarged liver and spleen, 
with a dim prognosis for surviv­ 
al. 
This new ability to diagnose 
disease in the womb may have 


a marked effect in states where 
bills to relax abortion curbs are 
pending. 
When 
California, 
Colorado, 
Georgia, Maryland and North 
Carolina 
liberalized 
abortion 
statutes less than two years ago, 
one of the clinching arguments 
was that such action was neces­ 
sary to prevent birth of children 
who might be deformed because 
their mothers had red measles 
during pregnancy. At best, how­

Green Bay s executive com­ 


mittee 
advised 
Wednesday’s 
emergency session of directors 
that, after his decade of contri­ 
bution, it would seem unfair to 
block his desire for ownership in 
a pro club, something Lombardi 
couldn’t have achieved under 
Green Bay's non-profit stock 
system. 
Lombardi had said a return to 
coaching and ownership of a 
club were the chief appeals in 
the Washington package. 
In his letter of resignation to 
the board, Lombardi told direc­ 
tors he had not been dissatisfied 
with his Green Bay income, but 
that he could no longer think of 
himself in terms of being a 
Packer coach again. 
“There has never been a 
question of remuneration,” his 
letter said. “After making a de­ 
cision a year ago not to coach, I 
think you ail can well under­ 
stand the impossibility of my re­ 
tuning to tile field in Green 


Bay. It would be totally unfair] 
to coaches and players alike.” 
Lombardi, who had led Green 
Bay to five NFL titles in bls 
nine years as coach and IO as 
general 
manager, 
often 
ex­ 
pressed a hope of gaining own­ 
ership in a club. The Packers 
are a community-owned corpo­ 
ration in which no one is al­ 
lowed to own more than a token 
number of shares. 
In Washington, there were re­ 
ports he was offered $1 million 
in Redskins stock at half price.

Wednesday to comment on re­ 
ports that Lombardi would also 
be paid up to $110,(KH) annually 
under a pact running five or 
more years. 
“Lombardi 
has 
served us 
well, far and above the call of 
duty, and wa felt it would be a 
dog-in-the-manger attitude ti we 
were to stand in his way to ob­

He is Lt. Gen. Fred C. Wey­ 
and, who came to know the 
chief U.S. negotiator Henry Ca 
bot Lodge when Lodge was am­ 
bassador to South Vietnam 
Weyand declined to comment 
on the reports, but it was 
learned he will leave for Paris 
this weekend. 
Wdyand, 52, back from Viet­ 
nam only five months, has been 
the Army’s chief of reserve af* 
fairs, stationed in the Pentagon. 
He spent 2Va years in the war. 
The tall, athletic native of Ar­ 
buckle, Calif, led the 25th In­ 
fantry Division from Hawaii to 
Vietnam and later was promot­ 
ed to command of U.S. forces In 
an 11-province corps area, in­ 
cluding Saigon. 
A request that Weyand be as­ 
signed to the U.S. delegation in 
Paris arrived about IO days ago. 
Pentagon sources said they as* 
sumed the request came from 
Lodge. 


Erickson reportedly told as­ 
sociates that such a contest 
would have meaning to Ohio 
fans and give MAC teams ex* 
posture and prestige.

Hie 
Bucks have never engaged To­ 
ledo, Bowling Green or Kent 
State. 
Longtime OSU Athletic Direc* 
tor Dick Larkins said he has 
received no overtures from the, 
Mid-American Conference about 
a proposed Buckeye Bowl. 
“Any request we receive will 
be studied, analyzed and reveiw 
ed by the athletic council. We 
have no nile against playing a 
M id - American Conference 
school,” Larkins said. 
Ohio has its football schedules 


prepared through the 1978 sea-j 
son and recently rejected offers 
from Tampa and San Diego! 
State to play those institutions 
at the start of the season. 
“The Big Ten has a stiff rule 
against playing off the campus.” 
Larkins noted. This obviously 
was in a reference to a pro* 
posed bowl game being played 
in professional stadiums. 
“But sometimes conference 
rules are relaxed on appeal, 
such as when we were permitted 
to play a basketball game 
against Cornell in Cleveland 
Arena recently,” he said. 
An innovation of Erickson’s 
recommendation, could it be 
worked out, is to have 
the, 
Cleveland Browns or the Cin* 
cinnati Bengals play the day 
after the “Buckeye Bowl” to 
make it a football weekend for 
thousands of fans.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
congressional pay boost that 
goes into effect next week will 
provide a $42,500 yearly salary 
to Capitol Hill lawmakers al­ 
ready comforted by extensive 
fringe benefits ranging from lib­ 
eral travel allowances to free 
haircuts for senators. 
The only fringe benefit affect­ 
ed the change are pensions fig­ 
ured on length of service and a 
percentage of pay. 
Since salaries are going up 
$12,500 a year, pensions under 
the voluntary Civil Service re­ 
tirement plan automatically go 
up, too. 
It is the first pay hike for 
members of Congress since a 
$7,500 boost—from $22,500 to 
$30,000—was voted in 1964. It is 
the first raise in history en 
which there was not a direct 
vote a departure made possible 
by a 1967 law-. 
Under current salary scales, 
the congressional pension ceil­ 
ing has been $24,000 after 32 
years sendee. This will go up to 
$34,000 five years from now be­ 
cause of the new raise. Con­ 
gressmen are required to pay 
7Vi per cent of their monthly 
pay if they join the pension pro­ 
gram. 
Some of the other fringe bene­ 
fits that add to congressional 
comforts are: 
—A $3,000 income tax deduc­ 
tion for living expenses. A pend 
ing bill would raise this to 
$5,500. 
—A $3,000 annual allowance 
intended for purchases of sta­ 
tionery in cutrate Capitol stores. 
Members may draw this in cash 


and spend it for any purpose or 
pocket it. 
—Travel expenses for at least 
seven round trips per year back 
home, plus two such trips for 
designated employes. This is in 
addition to one round trip per 
session at a cost of 20 cents per 
mile. 
—Free mailing privileges for 
official correspondence, plus a

allowance—now

per year for House members— 
for air mail and special delivery 
stamps. 
—Free telephone and tele­ 
graph service for official busi­ 
ness which could run as high as 
70 OOO words of telegrams or ca­ 
blegrams or almost 300 hours of 
long distance phoning per year.
